2. Claims 1-3,6-9,11-12,14-16,20 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the 
prior art fails to disclose or render obvious a transportable container for high 
purity, high cost, liquid chemical in combination with the other claimed limitations 
of claims 1,14 and 20: 

"the diptube and the level sensor being more proximate to one another at 
their terminal ends than their ends adjacent the top surface."
